0 _ SPRAGS ON MOTORCARS. 


“4 USEFUL’ PLAN. - 


We have seen one or two new 
ears lataly on which sprags have 
bean fitted, says an exchange. 
With horse-drawn vehicles the 
spras is -commoniy em 
ployed a3 means of pre- 
venting the vehicle moving 
backward should a stop be 
made in ascending a steep bill 
Some’early cars had sprags fitted 
with the sama,.object. but as 
breaking systems became more 
efficient ‘mest makers discard- 
edthem. This is rather regret- 
table, for the sprag on a motar- 
car has wes apart from, the 
ordinary brake. One conspicuous 
advantage is that it enables the 
driver to start she car on a steep 
hill with the brakes released. 
To accelerate the engine. 
engage the clutch, and release 
the hand or foot brake simult- 
aneously is not always the easi- 
est of operations, Whena sprag 
is fitted thia automatically comes 
out of action as the car moves 
forward. The simples: form of 
sprag consists of a bar hinged to 
the frame of the car and having 
a device at its lower end which 
engages with the road. 

When out of action the sprag is 
usually beld clear of the road by 
acord. Li the driver wishes to 
stop on a steep hill he should 
releass the sprag before the car 
comes to a standstill - Should 
he wait until the car has 
begun ‘to more backwards 
tha sprag will either bring it up 


with a severe jork or be over-run } 


and becomaineffective. A better 
and neater form of sprag that was 
Fitted to a few cars consisted of a 
large pawl ranning over ratchet 
teeth cut on some revolving part 
of the transmission gear.

THE MARCOSE PROPOSAL. 

The Marconi Company's pro- 
posal for a natwork of wireless 
communication to serve the needs 
of the whole British Empire 
is of s scope sand magnitudes 
never hitherto contemplated. It 
proposes the construction of 26 
“main trunk stations,” 50 “main 
foeder stations,” 100 “local feeder 
stations,” and 200 “small local 
stations,” or no fewer than 330 
stations in all The personnel 
for these includes 10 “territorial 
managers,” with status equivalent 
in time of mobilisation to the 
military rank of colonel, 20 
superintending engineers (lieut- 
cokone}), 30 first clase engineers 
(major), 370 engineers (captain), 
1,840 essistant engineers (lienten- 
ant), 639chief operators (captain), 
.200 wireless operators (second 
lieutenant and sergeant), 7.200 
operators (corporal), &c., making 
a total, without including the 
“considerable staff’ of the general 
mansger's office, of 17,170 persons, 
of whom 830 would be labourers 
and 2,500 bors. : 

Tha capital cost of the proposed 
scheme would obviously be vers 
high. As regards annual ex- 
penses, the average remuneration 
of 13,850 persons {exeluding tbe 
labourers and boys) conld no: at 
present rates of pay be below 
£400 2 year, taking into account 
the necesuary provision for pen- 
sions and head office charges, and 
the fact that a large number 
would be Englishmen living in 
tropical climates. This would 
give a wage bill of abou: 
£5,000,000 2 year. The standing 
charges and maintenance costs 
could hardly be” less than 
£1,500,000, roakiog a total annual 
charge of £7,500,000. In other 
words, a som of £144,000 a week 
would have to be received for 
wireless traffic before any profit 
could scctue.—-The-- Company 
furnish Httle information as to 
the trafic which they expect the 
stations to carry and as to the 
charges to be made for such 
trafic. Indeed. from this point 
of view, as well 23 from otbers. 
their proposals are of the vaguest 
possible character. 

The Marconi Company propose 
that the Government should re- 
ceive 25 per cent. of the net pro- 
fits.
